B R U SSE LS , Belgium (A P )—Po­ 
lice used tear gas and fire hose* 
today to break up a demonstra­ 
tion in Ghent. Socialist union lead­ 
ers promptly called for a general 
strike in Antwerp to retaliate. 
It was the first use of tear gas 
in the eight-day strike aimed at 
toppling the government of Pre­ 
mier Gaston Eyskens. Strikers in 
Ghent were trying to force work­ 
ers out of the fuel gas works ad­ 
ministrative office. 


Antwerp, lying in the Flemish 
northern section, has not been hit 
as hard by the strike which has 
paralyzed the Socialist strongholds

The government had reported a

big port installations. Harbor in­ 
stallations are still paralyzed.

Smog a New Disease 


Smog 
is a 
man - caused phenomena 
v ich ltds become his beme of existence 
in cities located in valleys or near moun­ 
tain or water barriers where air currents 
are not capable of removing exhaust fum­ 
er- and smoke fast enough. Despite smoke- 
control efforts, smog still remains an 
unsolved problem. 
Man has not reached the point in his ef­ 
forts to return clean air to his cities 
where he should throw up his hands in 
surrender and accent any authoritative pro­ 
posal regardless of the consequences. 
Hysteria has no place in a program as 
vital to a community as smog prevention. 
It certainly will not solve anything. 
A California Institute of Technology pro­ 
fessor, Fritz Zwicky, advocates the con­ 
trol of smog by the removal from use of 
automobiles not required for essential tra­ 
vel within cities plagued by the problem. 
Professor Zwicky does not advocate the 
actual banning of automobiles. It might be 
better if he did. 
What he proposes is that a special tax 
of SI a day be imposed on all automobiles 
traveling urban streets with only one oc­ 
cupant. These cars should be identified by 
special tax stickers, and any not so identi­ 
fied would be fair game for all traffic po­ 
licemen. Motorists caught without a pas­ 
senger or tax sticker would be liable for a 
heavy fine. 
Such a program, says Professor Z w ic k y , 
would remove many cars from the through­ 
ways and city s tr e e t s 
and 
result in 
a 20 per cent r e d u c t i o n 
in 
smog. 


Money collected from the stickers and 
fines would be used to subsidize private 
research groups devoted to the alleviation 
of smog. 
Not including unforeseen difficulties of 
administering a program such as outlined 
by the California professor, several are 
raised in the scientist’s own description of 
his proposal, "hat would it cost to license 
automobiles owned by residents of L o s 
Angeles, the city used 
by 
Professor 
Zwicky as his theoretical guinea pie° In 
addition to the initial cost of the program, 
what about the cost of additional police pat­ 
rols. magistrates, etc., needed to enforce 


it? 
What of the injustice to motorists who do 
double up. only to be fined an exorbitant 
amount on the one d a y their passenger 
stayed at home. There is the additional ef­ 
fect on business certain to be felt in areas 
off bounds to motorists not traveling in to­ 
getherness. 
Is a 20 per cent reduction in smog worth 
all of this? Research has not ceased in this 
area. It slow progress is indicative of the 
complexity and difficulty of control man s 
waste has created.
